The San Franc ico CaU does not approve 


the proposition to have the General Gov- 
ernment grant tie arid lauds to the States 
in which they an» litaated. It say a on tbe 
snbjttct: 


"This is a question which the public 


will bare to consider, but we do not believe 
that Congress will turn these lands over to 
politicians to be manipulated for their 
special benefit. What kind of n system 
Bhonld we have in California it the subject 
were left to be handled by snob, a Legisla- 
ture as W*B last Winter assembled in Sacra- 
mento? Tbe lands would surely be wasted. 
That is, a system of management wonld be 
deviled which wonld very soon give them 
into the hands of speculators. What lands 
we have remaining should be carefully 
managed and turned over only to actnal 
•ettlers in small tracts. The lands are well 
enough nnder the control of Congresn, on- 
til a proper system of irrigation shall be 
provided for." 


Tt seems strnogo for newspapers pnb 


lished in a State in which there nre nth 
lands to oppooe' a proposition to grnn 
those lands to the State, bnl, unfortunately 
there are good grounds for snob, opposition 
in Nevada, ac well as in California. A few 
years ago, it will bo remembered, th 
B)ard of Regent in this State increased 
the price of lands granted by Congress to 
the State from $1 25 and $2 50 per acre to 
$2 50 and $5 per acre respectively. Th< 
object of doubling the price, as was snbse 
quently ascertained, was not to benefit thi 
State or increase the School Fund, bnt to 
blackmail 
intending purchasers. It is 


stated as a fact that the BegenH were paic 
to rescind the resolution doubling th 
price of State lauds, and thut they proposed 
reducing the price of those lands to fi(t; 
cents an acre for a consideration. 
As his 


tor; repeats itself at times, what has one 
been done 'might, under similar circum 
stances, be again accomplished. While 
this does not imply that the present Boar 
of Regents would, under any ciroumstagees 
do what a preceding Board did, there is n 
guarantee that some succeeding Boarc 
would not do so should opportunity offe 
itself, as, in the language of the immorta 
Ferguson, " man is frail."

This sulphur, or the larger portion of it, 
is got rid of by passing the gas through 
a series of boxes called purifiers filled 
with lime. When the lime has absorbed 
all the sulphur that it is capable of hold- 
ing it is removed and fresh lime is sub- 
stituted. The sulphur saturated lime 
emits a verg pungent and disagreeable 
odor, especially when the cover is first 
lifted from the box and the lime, being 
hot, throws off clouds of steam. 


Some doctors have a notion, whether 


well or ill founded I don't pretend to 
know, that this hot, fotil smelling vapor 
is a capital remedy for whooping cough. 
At all events lots of mothers believe 
them, and when whooping cough is prev- 
alent bring their afflicted little ones to 
tho nearest gas works to inhale it. It was 
when several suffering youngsters were 
snuffing up the vapor and the odor 
around one of the purifying boxes where 
he worked that the inspiration seized 
him 
It was nothing less than to take 


this foul lime, bottle it up, give it a high 
sounding name and sell it as a specific 
for whooping cough, offering a reward 
of $oOO for any case that it couldn't cure, 
and all that sort of thing. 


"Jeewhittakerl" he exclaimed, enthu- 


siastically, when expounding the scheme 
to me. "Just think of the dead loads oi 
money that is in itl The lime doesn'1 
cost anything; the company pays to have 
it carted away.

Shooting Gnus at Night. 


Illuminated night sights are now in 


nso on the guns of many of the British 
wiu ships. The front sight consists of a 
pain green glass, point up, beneath which 
is placed a small incandescent lamp 
The rear sight is similar in principle, ex 
cept that instead of the cone there is a 
metal crossbar with a V notch in the 
middle. 


There is a polished under surface to 


this sight from which light that firs 
K^B,ies through ruby glass is reflected. 
In sighting tho palo green point of ligh 
which constitutes tho forward eight ia 
brought to tho bottom of the V notchJn 
the rear sight and the line of the ruby 
light is brought into coincidence with 
it. The electric current for each gun is 
supplied by a battery of two elements 
so arranged that the action may be 
stopped by turning the battery upsidi 
down.—Philadelphia Record.
